SAN FIIANCISCO, October 27.—United 


States District Judge Da Haven rendered 
an important decision thia morning in 
the deportation case of the United States 
vs. Chung Ki Foon. 


It was sought to deport Foon because 


ho was without the certificate of resi- 
dence required of Chinese laborers by 
section 6 of the act of congress ot May 
5 1892. Foon arrived in Portland, Or.

In November of tha 
year he was arrested on a charge of rob 
berv and remained in the Kern county 
jaU'antil January 25,1894, at the end o 
which time he was convicted and enterei 
upon a five yeara term of imprisonmon 
atSanQuentin.

'A COMPROMISE. 


Canal Companies Settle Dif- 


ferences. 


Division of North Fork Water 


Between the Stinson and 


Crescent People. 


The trial of the Stinson Canal and Ir- 


rigation Company's suit against the 
Crescent Canal Company was brought 
to an unexpected cloee iu Judge Uieley'a 
conrt yesterday. The parties came to 
an agreement, and upon tbe stipulation 
of the attorneys tbe Judge ordered an 
indeQnite continuance of the case. 


While a compromise ban not yet been 


effected the terms have been decided 
upon, and the division of the water 
(lowing in tho Lower North Fork of 
Kings river adjusted. 


The Orescent people, who were al- 


leged by the plaintiff to have unlawfully 
built a dam across the stream six miles 
above where the Stinson canal diverted 
tho water, and thereby prevented tbe 
plaintiff company from obtaining a aup- 
nly for ita irrigation ayetom, denied tbat 
they bad done this. They set forth tbat 
in 1887 they constructed a brush dam, 
and that the addition to tbe structure in 
1892, which 
totally obstructed 
tbe 


stream, was made by the reclamation 
district for tho purposes of it« organiza- 
tion. 
. 
According to, the 
compromise tbe 


Stineon Company concedes to the CreP- 
cent the right, to enough water to fill its 
main ditch. The surplus of tbe stream 
ia to be permitted to flow down tbe 
channel eo tbat it can be utilized by the 
Stinson people. 
Aa much of tbe clam In 


question is to bo removed as will leave 
sullicieiit obstruction to raise tbe stream 
in the North Fork eo tbat tho Crescent 
canal can be filled. 


It appears tbat tbe dam erected for 


reclamation purposes bad caused too 
impounding of more water tban tbo 
Crcacent people used, ami tbe surplus 
(lowed over into Summit lake and thence 
into Tularo lake. 
Now this eurplua 


will bo allowed to run down tbe chan- 
nel to tbe point of diversion by tbe 
Stineou people. 


REACHING 
THE 
YOSEMITE. 


Only Twenty-Four 
Hours From 


San Francisco. 


According to tbe San Francisco Chron~ 


icle tbe trip to Yosemito from that city 
van now be made in twenty-four hours. 
A party left San Francisco at G p.m. on 
Wednesday, in two coaches, by the 
Southern Pacific, wero switched at Oak- 
dale on tbe Sierra railway, owned by 
Prince Pimiatowski and hie associates, 
and at 5 o'clock next morning reached 
Chinese, tbo present end of tbo line, a 
distance of thirty-five miles and six 
miles from Jamestown. Thence by three 
relays of six horses each, tho party drove 
ontotbe YoBomlte, where they arrived 
at (i o'clock in tbe evening, just nne day 
from San Francisco. This was made 
possible from tbo fact tbat tbe distance 
to tbe valley from Chinese is only llfty 
miles, while by way ol Raymond seven- 
ty-two miles of staging are required, 
and tbo paeeenRore would not have 
reached their destination until midnight 
or perhaps until tbo following morning. 


It is tbo intention of tbo Sierra Rail- 


way Company to have trains run out of 
San Francisco next summer at 9 or 10 
o'clock at night, reaching Jamestown ut 
{J o'clock the next morning, and making 
stage connection to the Yosetnite, which 
Will be ranched at 0 o'clock in the after- 
noon. For tho present the Sierra Rail- 
way will not bo extended beyond James- 
town.

It passed ou to his nephew, and was 
told by him to Prince Livio Odcscalchi, 
who left it to a cousin, Princo Bardas- 
Bono Odcscalchi, who sold it to tho Due 
d'Orlcans, regent of Franco. 


His' eon Louis, due d'Orlcaus, a pious 


priuco, thought tho head of Lodu too 
iiagan, and had it cut out. Coypel 
jought tho painting and painted in a 
lead from memory. lie sold it to Pns- 
quin, a collector, who Bold it ut u largo 
;irofifc to Frederick tho Great. Marshal 
Davotit took it from a Prussian palace 


d brought it kick to Piiris. It was 


ihcro restored and given back to tho 
king of Pru.^ia in 1815. The head fell 
jff tho canvas on the way and a new 
ie:ul was inserted by Hchlesinger. Tho 
licturo is now in tho possession of the 
''ermim emperor, who is fascinated by 
;be swans. As ho likes to think himself 


Lohengrin, this is as it should be. 


I'ho curious tiling is that tho artist's 
iianio has not gono down to posterity, 
though the picture- has been famous for 
BO many centuries.—Paris Cor. London

About three-quarters of tho garlic 


used in this country is imported from 
[taly. It comes in hampers containing 
about 110 pounds each. Garlic is raised 
In this country in Connecticut, in 
Louisiana, in Texas and in Now Slexico. 
All garlic, both imported and Ameri- 
can, is put up in strings or bunches 
something like tho bunches in wliieh 
onions wero onco commonly sold in this 
country, but much longer. American 
jarlic is shipped in crates and barrels. 
Sonic from tho far southwest comes in 
.oug cylindrical baskets. 


Garlic IB sold by tho pound or by tho 


einglo bulb, which ia sold for a penny. 
In its commercial form, whole and dry, 
jurlio does not yield tho strong smell 
'or which it is famous. In u wholesale 
iroduco establishment, whcro garlic 
was stacked up in quantities, thero was 


loticcablo odor from it, bt if one 


of tho fwivfirnl smaller bulbs of which 
each root is con.poscd, mid which aro 
called cloves of garlic, bo broken 
off 


md broken in two, t'(o powerful odor 
jccomcs perceptible. 


Tho aggregate consumption of garlic 


,u this country is large, and our exports 
of it to South American countries, 
which include American garlic nnd im- 
ported garlic 
rcshippcd, amount to 


enough to bo reckoned in tons.—New 
York Sun.
